Mr. Ken Pollon of St, 
Albert Sportshop Limited 
appeared before council 
April 19 in support of the 
firm’s appeal from a decis- 
ion of the town’s develop- 
ment control officer, On 
motion by Cr, de Bruijn, 
Cr. White was excused from 
the discussion and voting 
on this appeal, 

The appeal concerned 
parking requirements fora 
proposed 42’ x 60’ one} 
storey building of concrete 
block construction with an- 
tique brick front, at 16 Per- 
ron street. Space at the rear 
of the building could provide 
five parking stalls, but acc- 
ording to town regulations 
12 stalls are required. 

“‘This is a fill-in lot and 
the only downtown lot sult- 
able’’ said Mr, Pollon, We 
feel the ruling is unfair to 
the present owner, who has 
been paying taxes for 20 
years, It is also imperative 
that we receive an answer 
quickly, since failing this, 
we will have to look for 
other property, and we are 
preparing to open in Sept- 
ember,’’ 

“We could reach the point 
where nobody could park on 
Perron street,’’ said Cr, 
Lukay, Cr, Kambouroff ob- 
served that “if we enforce 
two-hour parking, the office 
people will have to move off 
Perron,” Planner Woodroffe 
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In a written memorandum 
of three pages, Councillor 
Lukay ‘“‘implored’’ council 
at their meeting April 19, 
not to go through with the 
proposed land exchange in 
Grandin Park with St, Albert 
Development Ltd, insofar 
as the 2.2 acres of public 
reserve is concerned, 

“This exchange must not 
take place, because the land 
the town would be receiving 
is already town-owned land, 
says the memo, ‘“andif such 
an exchange is affected, the 
town and council will in fact 
be gifting the new owners of 
Grandin Shoppers Park with 
about $120,000 worth of 
commercial land,’’ 

Cr, Lukay’s memo exe 
pressed his deep concern 
with Clause #2 of the Sett- 
lement Agreement between 
the town and St, Albert Dev- 
elopment dated May 11, 
1968, This clause states in

said the lot is a remnant 
facing Perron, and it is im- 
possible to provide parking 
on this side. “We recom- 
mend the number of stalls 
be provided elsewhere, or 
tlose the lane on the south, 
This lane has little if any 
useful purpose. We could 
Sell the lane for parking - 
it is 21 feet and could pro- 
vide seven stalls, Cr. de 
Bruijn felt turns would be 
impossible in the lane - it 
is too narrow. Engineer 
Maandag agreed with clos- 
ing the lane.

principal to convey an as yet 
undescribed portion of land 
to the WEST of the shopping 
centre to Grandin Shoppers 
Park Limited; and St, Albert 
Development Limited agree 
to convey to the town the 
community centre lot, “For 
reasons unknown to me the 
owners of Grandin Shoppers 
Park interpret this to be 
parkland SOUTH of the shop= 
ping centre. Even though the 
solicitor chooses to be quite 
vague about this, I wish to 
emphasize that the agree- 
ment as it was understood 
by council who ratiffed the 
agreement in May 1968, is 
the proper and only inter- 
pretation, The present in- 
terpretation is nothing more 
than aconvenient maneuver- 
ing of the agreement over 
the years, to the benefit of

Clause 5 of the agree- 
ment also raised serious 
questions according to 
Councillor Lukay, The 
clause provided in part that 
St. Albert Development shall 
convey a C3 lotonthe south- 
ern end of Grandin Road. 
Some six to eight months 
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later, council and staff, 
completely satisfied that 
this property was owned by 
the town, as a result of the 
agreement, chose to rezone 
it residential and sell it, 
Only when the town was 
prepared to accept an offer 
for this land, was it brought 
to council’s attention that

In a joint release the ATA 
and Board of Trustees, St.

off peak was reached, agg- 
ravated the situation, 


Measured in cubic feet 


per second at the Perron 
street bridge, the peak fig- 
ures show, in round figures: 
April 1971, 1700 cfs; April 
1970, 800 cfs; 1955, 1000 
cfs and May 7, 1948, 3000 
ofs, 

Peak flow in St. Albert 
this year was recorded early 
Monday morning, April 26 
by staff of the water re- 
sources division of the pro- 
vincial government. 
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Local residents are enjoying the Sturgeon for both 


the lovely views it affords through the area and the

the property was not town 
owned, 

“The explanation given,’’ 
says the memo, ‘was that 
this portion of the agreement 
was a mistake, It was also 
brought to council’s atten- 
tion that, perhaps a week 
after the ratification of the 
agreement, a letter from the 
town solicitor was sent to 
the town, stating that this 
error existed, Further, the 
solicitor stated that he con- 
curred with the error.’’ 

Councillor Lukay raised 
a number of questions on 
the handling of the settle- 
ment agreement by the soli- 
citor and the exact position 
of the town at present, He 
requested council to turn 
down the recommendation 
of committee April i2 Tieet~ 
ing. 

Under this recommenda- 
tion two letters (dated Feb, 
and April 1971) from the 
town’s solicitors would be 
received and approved by 
council, The February let- 
ter advised that, pursuant 
to the Settlement Agreement 
of 1968 between the Town of 
St, Albert and St. Albert 
Development Ltd., the town 
acknowledges that Grandin 
Shoppers Park Ltd, is en- 
titled to the land described 
as lot 30, containing 6,24 
acres under the pending re- 
plot. (Roughly 2,2, acres 
of this parcel is the portion 
which Councillor Lukay ob- 
jects to including), The 
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April letter states the firm’s 
opinion that the developer 
could enforce the fulfillment 
of this undertaking. 

He further asked that the 
town abandon the services 
of their present solicitor 
and appoint a new one, This 
new solicitor should be re- 
quested to immediately re- 
view the agreement, and the 
events to date objectively, 
and recommend to the town 
the necessary course of act- 
ion, 

Speaking on his memor- 
aidum Cr, Lukay said ‘‘my 
concern is that the settle- 
ment agreement proposed 
in 1968 is presently some- 
thing else. Unfortunately the 
change is to the detriment 
of the town, We are getting 
involved deeper and deeper 
and in the nai analysis we 
will be sorry’’ he said. He 
also repeated his stand that 
the town should abandon the 
services of their present 


lawyer, 

“Would you recommend 
another solicitor?’’ asked 
Councillor White, ‘‘No,’’ 


said Lukay, ‘‘but the lawyer 
shifted legal responsibility 
to the town,’’ Cr, Russell 
wanted to know if Cr, Lukay 
had looked through old min- 
utes on the subject. ‘‘Yes,’’ 
was the reply, ‘‘and this 
word ‘adjacent’ comes in 
after the settlement was rat- 
ified.’’ Mayor Gibbon poin- 
ted out that 2.2 acres more 
or less was allowed to Gran- 
din Shoppers Park with the 


idea the town would get back 
land they didn’t owninreturn 
And that it was passed by 
council that this acreage 
would be given without arbi- 
tration, 

“Tl agree with Cr, Lukay 
that our solicitor had a 
moral obligation to tidy 
things up two or three years 
ago and did not,’’ said Cr. 
Russell, Cr, Lukay remar- 
ked that ‘the mechanics 
were left to the solicitor 
and were not done, and un- 
fortunately councils do 
change,’’ ‘This should have 
been done while lawyer Ged- 
des was with the firm,’’ 
said Cr, de Bruijn, There 
is no doubt that the Club- 
house was built on St, Alb- 
ert Development land, and 
this would account for half 
of the 2.2 acres, There was 
also an over-dedication,’’ 

Planner John Woodroffe 
Said he had recelved 2 let- 
ter from Mr, Kallal indica- 
ting a desire to over-dedi- 
cate the ravine area, to 
bring it to class B, ‘‘Now 
he says he did not agree to 
this overdedication, and this 
is where the other acre 
comes from,’’ Mayor Gibb- 
on commented that it had 
been pointed out to the devel- 
oper in 1969 that the ravine 
dedication actually meant 
nothing to the town, 

‘‘Suppose we do consider 
another solicitor and start 
all over again with a clear 
mind on the whole matter.

Reports from the Legislature 


by Hugh Horner (PC) 
McKay Petition 


The committee on Privil- 
eges and Elections of the 
Alberta Legislature investi- 
gated two issues relating to 
the Petition of Fort Chipe- 
wyan trapper, Noel McKay - 
the question of the disclo- 
sure of confidential infor- 
mation by Health Minister 
Henderson and the question 
of whether Peter Lougheed 
mislead the Legislature in 
presenting Noel McKay's 
Petition, In reviewing this 
Situation - two actions have 
been involved - the disclo- 
sure of the confidential in- 
formation by Henderson 
(with the Conservative re- 
action) - and then the Social 
Credit counter-attack in an 
attempt to cloud the basic 
issue, 

The disclosure of cone 
fidential information about 
a private citizen brings up 
essential issues about the 
operation of government in 
Alberta, in relation to the 
protection of the privacy 
of individuals, This action 
also seriously affects the 
right of an individual to pet- 
ition the Legislature with- 
out the threat of intimida- 
tion or personal attack upon 
him by the government he is 
petitioning. 

The counter-attack in the 
form of personal attacks on 
the Leader of the Conserva- 
tive Party has drasfically 
changed the nature of party 
politics in Alberta, Social 
Credit - since the depart- 
ure of Ernest Manning - 
seems to feel that issues of 


principle can be avoided by 
initiating personal (and often 
unfounded) attacks on those 
with opposing views. 

Although both actions have 
arisen out of the Petition 
of Noel McKay = they are 
distinct and should have been 
dealt with separately, 

1, The implications of the 
Social Credit health minis- 
ter releasing health, wel- 
fare and income records of 
a private individual - in an 
attempt to discredit that 
person’s petition tothe Leg- 
islature - are very great. 

The provincial govern- 
ment has extensive informa- 
tion, including driving re- 
cords, health records, edu- 
cation records for all 
citizens and much more Ine 
formation in many other 
areas about many other citi- 
zens. It is a very serious 
situation if Albertans cane 
not be assured that these 
will not be released for pub- 
lic information whenever it 
suits a politician, 

The minister involved 
stated that he has no inten- 
tion of apologizing for his 
action or withdrawing the 
disclosed information from 
the record, But more ser- 
ious was the defense of this 
action by the government, 
One Social Credit cabinet 
minister stated thatifaper- 
son injects himself into a 
debate in order to sway the 
ministers’ thinking about an 
issue - he must expect that 
all ‘‘facts and data’’ will be 
investigated, Another minl- 


ster stated that he might 
very well have handled the 
Situation in a similar man- 
ner. 

It is interesting that So- 
cial Credit have continually 
insisted on keeping infor- 
mation about large and pow- 
erful corporation private - 
but do not appear to have the 
same concern for the infor- 
mation they have about a 65 
year old trapper from Fort 
Chipewyan, 

There was no need for 
the Social Credit health min- 
ister todisclose government 
records on Noel McKay. It 
would be proper for Social 
Credit to challenge Mr. Mc- 
Kay’s point of view about the 
Bennett Dam and its impact 
on the Athabasca Delta, But 
it is totally irrelevant whee 
ther Mr. McKay is now mak-= 
ing his living from trapping, 
He has made his living from 
trapping = he still has his 
trap line and does trap occ- 
asionally, Mr, McKay as a 
citizen of Fort Chip is nat- 
urally concerned about the 
Delta situation and he states 
that he is speaking the views 
of many trappers and citl- 
zens of the area, 

This kind of witch-hunt 
was a totally unnecessary 
and very unfortunate action, 
The right of a person to 
petition the Legislature 
without threat of intimida- 
tion has been seriously 
threatened. What citizen 
would want to present a 
point of view when this kind 
of action can be taken against 
him, 

And most important - what 
guarantee does any citizen 
of Alberta have that at any 
time government files cane 
not be used against him at 
the whim of a politician? 
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2. The major Social Cre- 
dit response to the Conser- 
vative Party challenge of the 
disclosure of Noel McKay's 
records was to initiate a 
personal attack on Peter 
Lougheed, Instead of deal- 
ing with the important issue 
of protecting the privacy 
of government records on 
individuals - Social Credit 
have attempted to cloud the 
issue by an unfounded attack 
on Mr. Lougheed.
